In regard to subject 1 * conferences with Assistant United States 
Attorney Iftrles J* Lane, Southern District of New York, subject appeared 
at lane's office in the United States Court House, Foley Square, New lark, 
on August 10, 1950, at which time she stated she understood that she could 
refuse to answer questions before the Grand Jury on the grounds that her 
answers nay tend to incriminate or degrade her* Lane explained the proced- 
•..ure leading to a contempt citation for failure to answer questions before 
the Grand Jury* Following this explanation. Lane took QIASSM1N before' the 
Grand Jury, where she refused to answer questions on the grounds that her 
answers sight tend to incriminate or degrade her* She was excused to ap- 
pear again before the Grand Jury on August 11, 1950.

On August 11, 1950 ROBERT SEIDMAN, an attorney, speared at £he 
office of Assistant United States Attorney Lane and advised that although ‘ 
he had, not been retained as a counsel ty the subject and did not represent 
her, he was acting in the capacity of an adviser* 8EIEMAN explained that 
he was not admitted to practice in Federal courts* told him that the 

subject was cooperative with the FBI until she talked to him and that she 
had told the Grand .Jury that SEIDMAN had advised her not to talk to the 
FBI* SEIDMAN denied eo advising her and stated that he had merely inform d 
her of her constitutional right not to answer any questions on grounds that 
it might incriminate or degrade her* . . : 

On August 11, 1950 the subject appeared before the Grand Jury for 
forty minutes and Assistant ttilted States Attorney Lane and United States 
Attorney Irving Saypol stopped the proceedings and conferred in private 
with GIASSMAN far about thirty minutes* Saypol then withdrew from the con- 
ference room and advised Agents that the subject had demanded a promise of 
i*nunity from prosecution before further interview or assistance to, the 
FBI* Saypol asked about the subject's relative Importance in the ROSENBERG ' 
espionage ring as far as present- knowledge of the Bureau was oonoernsd* 
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Latter to the Director, FBI 


He was advised of the present known facts concerning her. He stated that 
if her information would materially assist in further identification of 
Soviet agents he would be willing to go along with her to make her' a 
witness instead of a defendant, but that it had to be borne in mind that 
if she is subsequently used to testify against others her testimony would 
be weakened if her grant of innunity were brought out* Saypol and Lane 
then returned to confer with G IASS MAN to again try to persuade her to 
cooperate, but she was adamant in her refusal without a promise of lmminitjy* 
Saypol then advised Agents that he would release her until Monday, August 
lii, 1950, in view of the imminent arrest of ETHEL ROSENBERG, and hoped 
that this arrest would have the psychological effect of getting her to talk 
without a definite promise of innunity. He said he planned to take the 
subject before a Federal Judge Monday, August li*, 1950, for a contempt 
citation if she refused to testify. t 

While the subject was seated in the Grand Jury waiting room 
waiting to testify on August 11, 1950, ETHEL ROSENBERG also appeared in 
the waiting room in response to a Grand Jury subpoena and took a seat * 
facing GLASSMAN, on the opposite side of the room* Neither QIASSUAN nor 
ROSENBERG spoke to the other, nor did they indicate any sign of recognition 
of each other* 

Following GLASSMAN'S private conference with United States At- 
torney Saypol and Assistant United States Attorney Lane, she was again 
brought before the Grand Jury and again declined to answer questions and 
was excused until August lit, 1950* 

On August lit, 1950 she again appeared before the Grand Jury and 
refused to answer questions and Assistant United States Attorney Lane took 
her before Federal Judge T. Hoyt Davis in closed court and explained to 
Judge Davis GLASSMAN 'S refusal to answer. Judge Davis then ordered 
0IASSMAN to answer* She was returned to the Grand Jury room and again 
refused to answer on the previously mentioned grounds* She was excused 
with Instructions to return on Tuesday, August 15, 1950, to appear befofre 
Judge Davis* 

| Lane told OLASSUAN that on the following day he was going to 

a$k Judge Davis to cite her for contempt for failure to answer questions 
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before the Grand Jujy, and that if she did not decide to cooperate with 
the Government and so testify, she should bring additional clothing with 
her on August 15, 1950, as she was going to Jail. 

On August lii, 1950 ERNEST PATAKI, the boyfriend of the subject, 
received a Grand Jury subpoena and on the same date a Grand Jury subpoena 
was Airmailed to WILLIAM PERL in Cleveland, Ohio, for his appearance be- 
fore the Grand Jury in New Tork City on August 18, 1950. 

On August 15, 1950 the subject again appeared before the Grand 
Jury and refused to answer any questions. She was subpoenaed to return 
before the Grand Jury on August 18, 1950.

On August 16, 1950 ERNEST PATAKI appeared before the Orand Jury 
and gave substantially the same account of the incident concerning his 
conversation with the subject on the night of July 21, 195Q when the un- 
known man appeared at subject* s apartment and gave her $2,000.00 to take ^ 
to WILLIAM PERL, in Cleveland, Ohio, as he had told interviewing Agents. 

He, however, refused to answer questions as to his Communist Party member- 
ship on the grounds that his answer might incriminate or degrade him. 

He was excused to return on August 18, 1950. 

On August 18, 1950 he was excused to appear on August 2h$ 1950. 

! On August 17, 1950 United States Attorney Saypol received a tele- 

phone call from an attorney, HERBERT BURSTEIN, 135 Broadway, Hew Iork City, 
who advised that he had been retained as counsel for the subject and wished 
to to Mr. Saypol in her behalf. Saypol invited BURSE-IN to his office 
and referred him to Assistant United States Attorney Lane and Agents. 

BURSTEIN advised that he wished to discuss the extent of the 
interrogation that his client would be subjected to should she resume 
♦^TiHng to the FBI. He stated he concluded from talking with his clien^ 
that she had had no part in the ROSENBERG espionage set-up and proposed 
tfiat if inquiry would be confined to questions covering only the identity . 
of the stranger who appeared with $2,000.00 and to the subject's trip to 
Cleveland, he would advise her to come to the FBI and tell all she know a 
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Latter to the Director, IBI 

about it, as he was In agreement that identifying this nan was of para- 
mount importance. He wished to restrict any questioning, however, * to de- 
veloping this identity, stating that his client had informed him. that she 
had been asked if she were a member of the Communist Party before the Grand 
Jury, #)ich he thought outside an investigation of espionage, and in view 
of Supreme Court decisions she could decline to answer. He stated he wished 
to advise his client to cooperate but could not advise her to do so un- 
qualifiedly as he could not foretell future developments in regard to Com- 
munist Party members. He stated that his client did not wish to become 
a "stool pigeon" in regard to Comnunist Party members. The impossibility 
of limiting interrogation as proposed by BURSTEIN was pointed out to him 
without revealing the present extent of investigation nor the identities 
of individuals involved. EURSTEIN then proposed limiting interrogation 
only to individuals who would be named to him and whom he would discuss 
with his client. This was not agreed to and his attention was directed 
to previous discussion with QIASSMAN of JULIUS and ETHEL ROSENBERG, WILLIAM 
PERL, ALFRED SARANT and JOEL BARR, as well as the Cleveland trip, and it „ 
was proposed that he discuss these individuals with GLASS MAN to convince 
himself that an unlimited interview with the subject 1 was necessary to pro- 
perly conduct this investigation.

Assistant United States Attorney Lane told BURS TE IN that he was 
not endeavoring to make a defendant of the subject. He pointed out that 
in the ROSENBERG indictment which he exhibited to BURSTEIN, some Individuals, 
although incriminated, were named as co -conspirators but not defendants. 


The two hour conference concluded with BURSTEIN advising that he 
would recommend that GLASSMAN cooperate but that the final decision would 
have to be her's. He said that if she were brought to court for possible 
contempt he would represent her but that he would decline to represent her 
in any prosecutive action. He requested that the appearance of the subject 
before the Grand Jury, scheduled for Friday, August 18, 1950, be postponed 
over the weekend to give him an opportunity to confer with GLASSMAN. j

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On August. 23* 1950 the subject's attorney, HEREERT KJRSTEIN, 
appeared at the office of Assistant United States Attorney Lane and advised 
that he had discussed with GIASSMAN her possible involvement in the ROSENBERG ■ . 
espionage ring and did not believe that she was involved* He stated he 
had recommended to the subject that she talk to the FBI but explained that 
she was troubled with the thought that if she should be shown a photograph 
of an individual and asked if she knew him or had ever seen him before and she 
replied in the negative, the FBT might subsequently obtain information 
which might make it appear that she should know the individual; or she might 
state that she was not at a certain place at a certain time and Information 
might subsequently be brought in to show otherwise* KJRSTEIN stated 
GIASSMAN feels that her memory might fail her and subsequently she would 
be indicted because her interview reflected that she had advised inaccur- 
ately. 


Lane explained that he was not interested In indicting GIASSMAN 
but was interested in the information she may have concerning other people^ 
possibly members of the ROSENBERG espionage ring, and that if she should 
consent to further interview and should give certain' answers to questions 
which subsequently prove to be different than the way she related, she would 
be given a chance to refresh her memory by hearing the facts of the in- 
cident as ascertained by investigation. Lane was of the opinion, after 
talking to BURS TE IN, that GIASSMAN would probably cooperate and he stated 
that he, therefore, granted BURSTEIN'S request for additional time to talk 
with GIASSMAN and postponed her Grand Jury appearance to Wednesday, Aug- 
ust 30, 1950. 


On August 28, 1950 Assistant United States Attorney Lane advised 
that he had decided against instituting contempt proceedings against the 
subject as he did not believe that a contempt citation could be supported 
and that he was going to rely upon voluntary cooperation of the subject 
through the influence upon her of her attorney, and that he did not plan 
to summon her for another appearance before the Grand Jury in the iramedjlate 
future. He also stated that he did not plan further Grand Jury appearances 
c?
